In Dr, Allen's absence, I thought it best to inform you 
of the latest devel mts in this project. Of the total 
eperating budget of $133,000,000 requested for the International 
Information Administration, the House Committee recommended 
$212,000,000, of which §4,000,000 was specifically assigned to 
the book project. Ths House, hovever, voted a totel of 
$86,575,000 with no specific allotment to the project. The 
latter figure is approximately e ual to the current operating 
budget and, in view of TIA's increased responsibilities in 
dapan, would in all probability rule out the book project for 
next year. Nevertheless, IZA is currently considering 4 
nwodest start on the project with funds teken from FY 1952 
appropristions. 
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
